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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Appellant describes figure A, where the coil 
origin is located at the center of the upper core when the piston is at the top origin. The specification states that figure 9A has 2 curves (E, 
F) showing the movement of the piston. The second curve F is "where the core origin does not match the coil origin" (paragraph 44) which 
indicates that the coil origin is at the center of the piston movement. There is no indication in the disclosure that applicant intends the coil 
origin to be at the center of the upper core when the piston is at the top origin. Since the explanation odes not match the disclosure, it 
cannot explain how the system works. 

If an important aspect of this invention is that the coil origin is close to the upper core origin when the piston is at or near top dead center 
(as described by Appellant in the explanation); then the disclosure is insufficient in describing necessary aspects of the invention, which 
would result in a 1 12 1st paragraph rejection of the specification. . 
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
